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Police charge 
man after 
graffiti raid

Following a raid by Edmonton 
police at the Paint Spot earlier 
this summer, a man has been 
charged with 35 counts of mis¬ 
chief due to graffiti. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice said Thursday it had re¬ 
ceived complaints of stenciled 


graffiti vandalism on 35 prop¬ 
erties in the Wh 5 ^e Avenue 
area from June 2009 to July 
2012. 

“Graffiti is a very visual 
crime. As police, we work 
on a broken-window theory: 
Crime begets more crime, 
chaos begets more chaos,” 
said EPS Const. Ryan Katchur. 

Police executed a search 
warrant June 14 at the Paint 
Spot to coiffiscate works for 
an art show and fundraiser by 
street artist Daft Punk to use 
as “similar-fact evidence” in 
their investigation. 

Daft Punk later released a 
statement in response to the 
raid. 


“This was a legitimate art 
show with good intentions. 
DP is not a gang. DP is not a 
criminal. Taking the paintings 
will not reveal the true iden¬ 
tity of DP,” he wrote. 

Sharon Chapman, graffiti 
project manager with Capital 
City Clean Up, said only five 
per cent of Edmonton graffiti 
resembles the stenciled street 
art. 

“It’s great for us that they 
got somebody. It sends a mes¬ 
sage that we are really after 
graffiti vandalism,” Chapman 
added. 

Jamie Robert Law, 31, has 
been charged with 35 counts 
of mischief under $5,000.

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Justice is served 
at Nina’s Picnic 
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In the bush. 
Woman faces 
bear, breaks 
into cabin 
to survive 

An Alberta woman lost in 
the northern bush for two 
weeks faced off with a bear, 
ate berries and sipped water 
from streams before she foimd 
a remote himting cabin she 
believes saved her life. 

Rhonda Cardinal recalled 
Thursday how she broke a | 

small window to get in. Inside, 
she foimd more water, canned 
food and socks for her blistered 
and infected feet. 

“I figured it was a matter 
of life and death,” said the 
42-year-old woman, now rest¬ 
ing at home with her parents 
in Calling Lake, a small com¬ 
munity 200 kilometres north 
of Edmonton. 


Reasoning

Cardinal said she spent a 
couple of nights at the cabin 
before she felt strong enough 
to trek again and look for help. 

On Wednesday, after a short 
walk, she came across a road 
and within minutes waved 
down an oil-field worker driv¬ 
ing by in his truck. He helped 
her climb inside and, through 
tears, she told him her story. 

Cardinal said positive 
thoughts and prayers helped 
her get through the ordeal. But 
now that she’s safe and sound 
at home, the owner of the 
cabin has phoned her demand¬ 
ing she pay for damages. 

“He was worried about the 
window,” she said. “I was starv¬ 
ing and I was thirsty... I had no 
choice.” 

RCMP Sgt. Brian Scott in 
Athabasca said he’s not aware 
of the complaint but the 
woman can’t be blamed for the 
break-in. “I think I would have 
done the same thing,” he said.

Peacha Atkinson has been 
searching for peace the last 
seven years. 

And she’s hoping to find 
something of the sort this 
weekend, during an annual 
picnic held in her daughter’s 
honour. 

“We just have a picnic for 
loved ones that we lost, and 


then that way we can be with 
them for at least that day and 
just celebrate their life and 
the time we had with them,” 
Atkinson said. 

On April 3, 2005, Atkin¬ 
son’s 13-year-old daughter, 
Nina Courtepatte, was lured 
from West Edmonton Mall 
and driven to a golf course, 
where she was raped and 
then beaten to death. 

Her body was found the 
next day. 

This past spring, Michael 
Briscoe was sentenced to life 
in prison with no chance of 
parole for 25 years. 

Joseph Laboucan, Steph¬ 
anie Bird, Michael Williams 
and a woman known only as 
“Buffy” had been previously 


tried and sentenced in the 
teenager’s kidnapping, sex¬ 
ual assault and murder. 

For Atkinson, the final 
sentencing signalled a likely 
end to the courtroom chapter 
of her nightmare. 

Four months later, though, 
she is unsure whether it has 
meant closure. 

“I don’t know yet because 
the date’s coming up, so it’s 
kind of hard to say,” she said. 

“I know court is all over 
with and all that, but it’s still 
painful. 

“So I guess I’ll know better 
after the picnic.” 

The picnic has grown each 
year, and Atkinson said she 
feeds 300 to 500 people every 
August.

City report doesn’t back changing waste bins in public places 


It is unlikely that divided litter 
and recycling bins will pop up 
in any great number in Edmon¬ 
ton’s city-owned public places, 
a city report released Thursday 
suggests. 

Conn. Karen Leibovici made 
an inquiry in the spring about 
introducing streamlined waste 
receptacles in parks, transit 
centres and streets. Some pro¬ 


vide separate bottle, paper and 
litter collection, but with more 
than 20 different kinds, many 
don’t provide for the same hab¬ 
its homeowners are encour¬ 
aged to adopt, she said. 

“We (recycle) in our homes, 
we do that in a lot of locations 
actually throughout the city as 
well, but not with any kind of 
regularity in our public places,” 


Leibovici said. 

The report, to be discussed 
on Tuesday, says fitter col¬ 
lected from more than 1,500 
receptacles on high-pedestrian 
streets generally contain haz¬ 
ardous items, making it a risk 
for staff to sort. That’s unlikely 
to change with separated recyc¬ 
ling bins, according to informa¬ 
tion obtained from other cities. 


Administration said a one- 
year pilot project downtown 
starting next year, with 60 sep¬ 
arated litter and recycling slots, 
would cost $180,000. There¬ 
fore, they recommend that col¬ 
lection remain the same, but 
that all fitter be redirected into 
a feedstock for the future bio¬ 
fuels centre.

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It’s judgment day for Pussy Riot 
after anti-Putin performance 



Hooliganism charges. 

Russian art performer, 
poet and computer 
expert behind all¬ 
female punk band 
await verdict on Friday 


One of the key ideas behind 
the Russian punk provocateur 
band Pussy Riot was the su¬ 
premacy of an idea over per¬ 
sonality — thus the balaclavas 
that made the members both 
unrecognizable and fearsome. 

But the three members who 
were jailed in March follow¬ 
ing a guerrilla performance 
denouncing President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin in Moscow’s main 
cathedral have unwillingly 
emerged as vivid — and very 
different — characters. They 
await a verdict Friday on char¬ 
ges of hoohganism motivated 
by rehgious hatred. 

One is a daring perform¬ 
ance artist with a notorious 
part in a filmed orgy just days 
before she gave birth. Another 


is a poet and environmental¬ 
ist with pre-Raphaehte looks. 
Rounding out the trio is a 
quietly cerebral computer ex¬ 
pert, who has applied her skills 
both to nuclear submarines 
and experimental art. 

If convicted they could be 
sentenced to up to seven years 
in prison. The trial has at¬ 
tracted worldwide attention as 
an emblem of Russia’s intoler¬ 
ance of dissent. 

Nadezhda Tolokonnikova, 
Maria Aleldiina and Yekaterina 
Samutsevich came together 
several years ago in a confi’on- 
tational art group called Voina 
(War), which attracted notice 
with risque stunts. The ^oup 
painted a 65-metre penis on 
a St. Petersburg drawbridge 
— visible in much of the city 
when the bridge rose — and 
in 2008 staged an orgy in a 
Moscow museum as a mock¬ 
ing commentary on Dmitry 
Medvedev’s imminent election 
as Russian president. 

The three also took part in 
a less-publicized punk perform¬ 
ance in 2009 at the trii against 
a prominent art curator in a 


Moscow court, singing “All 
cops are scum.” 

Voina’s chief ideologist 
Alexei Plutser-Samo said the 
three “performed courageous¬ 
ly” with the art group. 

Tolokonnilcova, 23, who 


was heavily pregnant when she 
appeared in the museum orgy, 
is the main face of Pussy Riot. 

“We were looking for genu¬ 
ine sincerity and beauty and 
found it in our pimk perform¬ 
ances,” said Tolokonnikova in 


her final statement at the trial 
last week.

Search continues after police find 
body parts in river near Toronto 


Gruesome discovery. 

Police are still 
uncertain whether 
woman’s head and 
a foot found at a 
suburban park belong 
to the same person 


The gruesome discovery of a 
woman’s head and a severed 
human foot in the river of a 
suburban park in Mississauga, 
Ont., had police scouring the 
water, parklands and sur- 
roimding rocky hills Thursday 
in search of more body parts. 

The foot also appears to be¬ 
long to a female, as the toenails 
were painted yellow, pohce 
said, but imtil pathology tests 
are done investigators cannot 
say if both the head and the 
foot are from the same person. 

“Without a cause of death 
we can’t call it homicide, but 
certainly foul play — there’s 
definitely something amiss,” 
said Peel Regional Police Act¬ 
ing Insp. Randy Cowan. 

The size of the body parts 
do not suggest they are from a 


child, Cowan said. 

A group of hikers foimd the 
bare right foot severed from 
the ankle down Wednesday 
in the Credit River in Hewick 
Meadows Park, a popular spot 
for family walks in the quiet 
residential neighbourhood. 
The police marine unit foimd 
the head Thursday. 

“It’s a grim discovery any 
time we get these calls,” Cow¬ 
an said. “It’s certainly disturb¬ 
ing.” 

Search crews, divers and 
dogs combed the area, and po¬ 
lice expected to be on scene for 
at least two days. Investigators 
are also asking for the public’s 
assistance. 

Officers are siffing through 
missing-person reports, in case 
any have a link to the body 
parts, Cowan said. 

Investigators beheve the 
body parts were severed in the 
last few weeks. 

Police couldn’t say if the 
body parts were placed there 
or fr they drifted there from 
another point upstream in the 
river, which flows from head¬ 
waters above the Niagara Es¬ 
carpment to Lake Ontario.

Ecuador grants asylum to WikiLeaks founder Assange 



He’s won asylum in Ecuador, 
but Juhan Assange is no closer 
to getting there. 

The decision by the Latin 
American nation to identify 
the WikiLeaks founder as a 
political refugee is a s 3 mibolic 
boost for the embattled ex¬ 
hacker. But legal experts say 
that does little to help him 
avoid extradition to Sweden 
on sexual-assault allegations. 

Instead, with British of¬ 
ficials asserting they won’t 
grant Assange safe passage 
out of the country, the case 
has done much to drag the 
two nations into an inter¬ 
national faceoff. 


The silver-haired Austral¬ 
ian shot to international 
prominence in 2010 after he 
began publishing a huge trove 
of American diplomatic and 
military secrets — including a 
quarter-million U.S. Embassy 
cables that shed a harsh light 
on the backroom dealings of 
U.S. diplomats. 

Amid the ferment, two 
Swedish women accused him 
of sexual assault and Assange 
has been fighting extradition 
to Sweden ever since. 

The convoluted saga took 
its latest twist on Thursday, 
when Ecuadorean Foreign 
Minister Ricardo Patino an¬ 


nounced that he had granted 
political asylum to Assange, 
who has been holed up inside 
the small, coastal nation’s em¬ 
bassy since June 19. 

He said Ecuador was taking 
action because Assange faces a 
serious threat of unjust pros¬ 
ecution at the hands of U.S. 
officials. 

Ecuador’s decision was 
warmly received by the 
41-year-old Assange, who 
watched as it was announced 
in a live televised news confer¬ 
ence from Quito. In a state¬ 
ment he praised Ecuador’s 
“courage.”

Gen 
Gunter Katz said the NATO 
coalition is investigating the 
cause of Thursday’s crash in 
Kandahar province, though 
U.S. officials said initial re¬ 
ports indicated it was not 
shot down. 

Among the dead were 
seven American service 
members, three members of 
Afghan security forces and 
one Afghan civihan inter¬ 
preter, said Jamie Graybeal, a 
spokesman for the coalition. 
He said there were no surviv¬ 
ors of the crash. He declined 
to give any details on the mis¬ 
sion of the helicopter, a UH- 
60 Black Hawk. 


U.S. officials said three of 
the seven American troops 
killed were special operations 
forces — two navy SEALS and 
a navy explosives expert. 

U.S. officials said initial 
indications are that it was 
not shot down, though an in¬ 
vestigation has been opened.

Romney challenges charge 
he didn’t pay income tax 


A U.S. doctor on Thursday de¬ 
nied allegations of waterboard¬ 
ing his 11-year-old stepdaugh¬ 
ter as part of his research into 
near-death experiences. 

“How could anybody do 
such a thing?” Dr. Melvin Morse 
said while awaiting the start of 
a preliminaiy hearing on felony 
charges of child endangerment 
and conspiracy. 

Police suggested in a search- 
warrant affidavit that Morse 
may have been experimenting 
on his stepdaughter as part of 
his research by bringing her “to 
a possible near-death state from 
the simulation of drowning.” 

“I haven’t done near-death 
research in 15 years,” Morse 
said. 



He declined to comment 
specifically on the charges 
against him, referring ques¬ 
tions to his lawyer.

Democratic Senate Major¬ 
ity Leader Hariy Reid, citing 
an anonymous source, has 
charged that Romney didn’t 
want to release any more of 
his returns because the Re- 
pubhcan candidate had paid 
no taxes in some years.

Striking workers shot at 
by police in South Africa 



Platinum mine. Armed 
with automatic rifles 
and pistols, police fire 
at a crowd of miners 


South African pohce opened 
fire Thursday on a crowd of 
striking workers at a platinum 
mine, leaving an unknown 
number of people injured and 
possibly dead. Motionless bod¬ 
ies lay on the groimd in pools 
of blood. 

Police moved in on striking 
workers who gathered near the 
Lonmin PLC mine Thursday 
afternoon after urging them 
to give up their weapons and 
go home to their hostels and 
shacks. Some did leave, though 
others carrying weapons began 
war chants and soon started 
marching toward the township 
near the mine, said Molaole 
Montsho, a joumahst with the 
South African Press Association 
who was at the scene. 

The pohce opened up with 
a water cannon first, then used 
stun grenades and tear gas to 
try and break up the crowd, 
Montsho said. 


Suddenly, a group of miners 
rushed through the scrub and 
imderbrush at a line of pohce 
officers. Images broadcast by 
private television broadcaster 
e.tv showed officers immedi¬ 
ately opening fire, with miners 
fahing to the ground. Dozens 
of shots were fired by pohce 
armed with automatic rifles 
and pistols. 


The gunfire from weapons 
apparently on fiih automatic 
ended with pohce officers 
shouting; “Cease fire!” By that 
time, bodies were lying in the 
dust, some pouring blood. An¬ 
other image showed some min¬ 
ers, their eyes wide, looking in 
the distance at heavily armed 
pohce officers in riot gear.

Japan is considering de¬ 
porting 14 Chinese activists 
arrested for landing without 
authorization on disputed 
islands in the East China 
Sea, as harsh criticisms and 
repeated demands for their 


release erupted Thursday in 
China. 

The protesters had trav¬ 
elled by boat from Hong Kong 
to the uninhabited islands 
controlled by Japan but also 
claimed by China and Tai¬ 
wan. They were arrested 
Wednesday after five of them 
landed on one of the island 
groups, known as Senkaku in 
Japanese and Diao37u in Chi¬ 
nese. 

Japanese police and coast 
guard officials were question¬ 


ing the protesters in Okinawa, 
a nearby island state. Coast 
guard officials said Japan has 
to decide whether to pursue 
a criminal investigation or re¬ 
patriate them by Friday night.

As a group of trekkers faced an arduous route through the 
Andes to Machu Picchu, they at least knew the first part of 
their challenge was already behind them: To come on the trip, 
they had to raise thousands of dollars for charity. Metro's Matt 
Kieltyka went along to discover why these travellers were so 
determined to change the world while they were seeing it.

One foot in front of the other. 
One step at a time. 

It’s a rule to live by for ad¬ 
venturers trekking through 
the Peruvian Andes. 

When you’re short of 
breath from the incredible 
altitudes and fatigued from 
hours of walking through 
intimidating mountainous 
terrain, sometimes the trick 
is to just keep going. Take 
enough small steps and you’ll 
eventually reach your goal. 

Nottingham, England, 
resident Oliver Lewis, 28, 
experienced that on a recent 
trek through the remote 
Lares Valley and on the clas¬ 
sic Inca trail to Machu Picchu. 

Even when a very real 
fear of heights threatened to 
stop him in his tracks — no 
thanks to a cow inexplicably 
and stubbornly resting on a 
narrow ledge high above the 
rainforest — Lewis was able 
to shimmy around the beast 
and over the vertigo- ^ 



inducing trail, albeit while 
clinging onto his guide’s 
walking poles for dear life. 

One step at a time. It’s a 
mantra his entire family is 
now intimately familiar with. 
Lewis’s five-year-old nephew, 
Thomas, is on a much differ¬ 
ent kind of journey, having 
been being diagnosed with 
leukemia in December. 

Together, the family has 
been taking it one step at 
a time as Thomas endures 
chemotherapy to treat the 
disease. Those difficult steps 
are what brought Lewis to 
Peru and what forced him to 
face his fears head-on. 

“I’ve been tr 3 dng to get my 
head around what I can do 
to give something back. Not 
just to my nephew, but other 
people who are affected by 
that same disease,” Lewis 
says. 

The desire to do some¬ 
thing positive in the face 
of his family’s adversity led 
Lewis to Charity Challenge, 
a U.K.-based adventure tour 
company that re¬ 
quires clients to 
raise money for 
charity before 
taking off. 

He instantly 
gravitated to 
their trip to Ma¬ 
chu Picchu — the 
forgotten Incan city 
and one of the New Seven 
Wonders of the World.

give back and show I can do 
more.’” 

With the help of his 
family, Lewis — who lost his 
father to cancer — had raised 
more than $8,500 for Chil¬ 
dren with Cancer UK by the 
time he embarked on his trip 
to Peru in late July. 

Once there, he met a group 
of strangers all equally com¬ 
mitted to and personally af¬ 
fected by a cause — whether 
that was overcoming cancer, 
arthritis, poverty or heart dis¬ 
ease, or providing care for ter¬ 
minally ill patients. 

Along the way, they 
pushed each other to com¬ 
plete sometime s-gruelling 
days through the vast Lares 
Valley and climb thousands 
of stairs up to Machu Picchu. 
They consoled each other 
when sickness or injuiy cut a 


hiker’s day short. 

The group donated school 
supplies to beaming children 
in remote villages and was 
greeted by descendants of the 
Incans, with their stunningly 
bright and colourful hand- 
woven alpaca clothing. 

His trek may be over, but 
Lewis is eager to retrace his 
steps, this time at Thomas’s 
side. 

Armed with new, awe¬ 
inspiring tales of Andean 
children, towering heights, 
ancient cities and adventure, 
Lewis is helping Thomas on 
his journey. 

“That’s the icing on the 
cake,” Lewis says, smiling. “I 
can go home, show him pic¬ 
tures and give him funny, 
strange little Peruvian pre¬ 
sents that he probably hasn’t 
even imagined existed.”

Witnessing disparity along the Inca trail 


The South American country of Peru is a rapidly developing nation and 
a hotbed for tourism because of its coastal charm, lost Incan treasures, 
Amazonian allure and Andean peaks. But behind the big cities and 
strong agricultural traditions, the United Nations Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF) says chronic malnutrition still exists to an alarming degree. 

“Peru is an interesting place because it's technically a middle-income 
country with dropping levels of poverty,” explains Meg French, UNICEF 
Canada’s director of international programs. “Things look like they are 
improving, but the national hgures are a little bit misleading.” 

Conditions for children in urban populations have been rapidly improv¬ 
ing — with malnutrition rates below lo per cent — but indigenous, 
rural populations still have chronic malnutrition rates of about 30 per 
cent. 

For an outsider it’s a difficult concept to grasp, given how many 
families make a living off Peru’s fertile farmlands. The problem, says 
UNICEF co-ordinator Deisy Moscoso, is that those families often sell 
their crops for profit and restrict their own children’s diets to soups. 

Moscoso is based in Cusco, a sprawling Andean city renowned as the 
capital of the Incan empire, where more than a million tourists pass 
through annually on their way to Machu Picchu. But beyond the city 
boundaries, many of the indigenous Quechuas still lack the know¬ 
ledge to properly feed children under the age of three, stunting their 
development. 

“It’s tricky because you don’t see full-out malnutrition,” says French. 
“Some of the children can look very healthy at first glance, but that 
doesn’t mean they’re getting the right nutrients and vitamins. On the 
inside, their brains may not be developing the same, and it affects every¬ 
thing from health to intellectual development.” matt kieltyka/metro

U.S. companies paid more to CEOs than Washington: Study

“Our nation’s tax code has become a powerful 
enabler of bloated CEO pay.” 

A quote from a report by the Institute for Policy Studies 


Twenty-six big US. companies 
paid their CEOs more last year 
than they paid the federal gov¬ 
ernment in tax, according to a 
study released Thursday by a 
hberal-leaning think-tank. 

The study, by the Institute 
for Policy Studies, said the com¬ 
panies, including AT&T, Boeing 
and Citigroup, paid their CEOs 
an average of $20.4 million US 
last year while paying httle or 
no federal tax on ample profits. 


according to regulatory filings. 

On average, the 26 compan¬ 
ies generated net income of 
more than $1 billion in the US., 
the study said. 

The study blasted tax mles 


allowing unlimited deductions 
for CEO “performance-based” 
pay, like many stock options. 
It said the five biggest perform¬ 
ance payers among the 26 com¬ 
panies took $232 million of 


these deductions last year. 

Among the “kingpins” 
it criticized was CEO James 
McNemey Jr. of Boeing. It said 
he got $18.4 million in pay 
last year while his company 
received a tax refund of $605 
million. The study also laid 
into Citigroup for paying CEO 
Vikram Panit $14.9 milhon 
while the bank received a net 
$144 million in tax benefits. 

Eighteen of the 26 compan¬ 


ies received cash back or cred¬ 
its to apply against tax in the 
future, according to the report. 

The study, a 45-page attack 
on the corporate tax code, said 
deductions and credits are al¬ 
lowing companies to lavish 
big pay packages on executives 
so tiiey can cut their tax biUs 
while Washington gets less 
money in a time of trilhon-plus 
deficits.

Canada gets to keep its 
triple-A rating from Moody’s 
Investors Service. 

The New York-based

“Although the recession 
caused a reversal of the 
improvement in the debt 
ratios, they did not deterior¬ 
ate as much as in most other 
Aaa-rated countries, are now 
on an improving trend, and 
remain compatible with the 
country’s Aaa rating,” the 
Moody’s report said. 

Prior to the recession, 
Canada’s government had 
been running budget sur¬ 
pluses for several years.

Apparition. Tale 
inspired by real-life 
neuropsychology 
experiment 


A lifelong fan of tlie horror 
genre, first-time writer-director 
Todd Lincoln set out to make “a 
new horror film for a new dec¬ 
ade” with Apparition, starring 
Ashley Greene and Sebastian 
Stan as a yoimg married couple 
facing off against a man-made 
ghost. 

So where did this story come 
from? 

I was doing my own digging on 
the weekend on different sites 
that I go to for fim — these sort 
of conspiracy or supernatural or 
paranormal type websites and 
I came across these different 
stories about experiments that 
people are doing to try to cre¬ 
ate a ghost or create an appar¬ 
ition. And this was dating back 
to the earlier mid-70s with an 
experiment called the Philip 
Experiment, where some neuro¬ 


psychology students and teach¬ 
ers set out to test this idea that 
paranormal things only existed 
or happened because you be¬ 
lieved that they would Since 
then, in the following decades 
other people have carried on 
their versions of the experiment 
with new theories and new tech¬ 
nology and gear. So I thought 
this was such a cool way into a 
horror film or a ghost story, the 
idea of people creating a ghost 
or an apparition. I pitched this 
little seed of an idea to Joel Sil¬ 
ver and his guys there, and they 
loved it, re^y responded to it. 
This actually got green-lit off the 
second draft of the script, and it 
moved very quickly. 

Do you spend all your 
weekends on those kinds of 
websites? 

Not just the weekends, more 
like all the time (laughs). Look, 
I mean as a person, as a film¬ 
maker I’m always searching for 
the truth—the truth in cinema, 
the truth in life, the truth in all 
these sort of unknown, rm- 
knowable, rmexplained things. 
I’m just like a digger and a truth- 


seeker (laughs) and trying to 
shine a light on certain things. 
And back in Tulsa, OMa., I grew 
up in this harmted historic 
home and experienced strange 
things there. It was a supposedly 
haunted home where some¬ 
body had committed suicide in 
the room next to my room. So 
yeah, I sort of come by it hon¬ 
estly And my mom worked 
on these direct-to-video horror 
movies in the 80s, so I’d be on 
set watching teenagers being 
killed. She would have to go to 
these butchers on these low- 
budget deals and ask for all their 
leftover, discarded animal parts 
and guts and blood, and then 
she’d put them in some kind of 
bag and set them on my lap in 
the passenger seat. I’d be hold¬ 
ing this stuff and holding my 
nose as we drove to set. 

How is this different from 
other horror tilms we’ve 
seen recently? 

We’re setting this film in a 
very contemporary setting 
of what America looks like 
today, not the go-to horror 
world bubble that so many 


people do, but just showing 
this country in transition 
with these foreclosed homes 
and construction that’s just 
stopped and driveways to 
nowhere. It’s this couple in 
transition and this country 
in transition and the horror 
genre in transition. We’re just 
trying to bum the forest for 
new growth — a new horror 
film for a new decade. 


What are some aspects of 
some more recent horror 
movies that you think we’ve 
seen enough of? 

Oh wow. You know, I just think 
it’s not just horror filmmakers, 
it’s all kinds of filmmakers, but 
we’re all such lovers and fans 
and students of all types of mov¬ 
ies, and we have all these DVDs 
on our shelves and stuff. And I 
think the problem with a lot 


of genre offerings and the trap 
we’ve gotten into is there are 
just too many lazy go-to ele¬ 
ments in locations, in devices, 
elements of execution that 
filmmakers just sort of do auto¬ 
matically without stopping to 
think has this done before? Has 
it been done too much? Or why 
am I doing this? Is this right for 
this film?

IFC’s Bullet in the Face 
makes good on its 
violent title 


Alan Spencer, creator of the 
1980s ABC police spoof Sledge 
Hammer!, has a new series 
with a title that’s a dead give¬ 
away: Bullet in the Face isn’t 
pla37ing by quaint 20th-cen- 
tuiy network standards. 

Making a quick bow on 
IFC, with its six episodes split 
between Thursday and Fri¬ 
day (10 p.m. ET), Bullet in the 
Face mixes darkly madcap 
humour, a silly but sadistic 
antihero and lots of violence 
in a stew that even Spencer is 
hard-pressed to define. 

“Maybe the world of graph¬ 
ic novels might be the only in¬ 
fluence I could cite,” he said. 
Then again, he muses, he was 
interested in exploring the 
idea of a Euro-style thriller. 
And he sees a touch of The 
Prisoner in the fact it’s a short- 
run series. 

“I almost wrote it stream- 
of-consciousness ... with a de¬ 
gree of self-indulgence. I was 
amusing myself,” said Spen¬ 
cer, who otherwise has been 
keeping busy as a script doc¬ 
tor. 

The series stars Max Wil- 
hams as Gunter Vogler, a 
sociopathic gun-for-hire who, 
in line with the title, is shot 
in the face as the story opens. 
Police arrange a transplant — 
why not? — to give Vogler the 


visage of a detective that he 
killed, then force him to work 
against the city’s mobsters. 

Eddie Izzard and Eric Rob¬ 
erts play the bad guys and 
Kate Kelton is the gutsy moll 
who’s leading several lives, all 
of them dangerous. 

From its frenzied start. 
Bullet in the Face gets — im¬ 
pressively — even more fren¬ 
zied, with Williams, Izzard 
and Roberts unafraid to chow 
down on the surreal tale that 
Spencer has given them. 

IFC is putting the series in 
the company of other “touchy- 
feely” entertainment, Spencer 
joked, with Fight Club and 
From Dusk Till Dawn nestled 
close by on the channel’s 
schedule. 

While Sledge Hammer! 
laboured under broadcast re¬ 
strictions, Bullet in the Face 
has been given free rein on 
contemporary cable, he said. 

Is Spencer uneasy about 
glorifying violence by dress-

ing it in satiric trappings and 
making it cool? 

“No, because I’ve put it in 
a heightened fantasy world. 
It’s not good versus evil — It’s 
evil versus evil, and you have 
to decide who to latch on to,” 
Spencer rephed. 

The series also is a reflec¬ 
tion of “what other entertain¬ 
ment looks like. ... with crim¬ 
inals being romanticized as 
our heroes,” he said. That idea 
of immoral characters provid¬ 
ing an audience catharsis is 


fascinating to Spencer, and it 
enticed him to make a villain 
his series lead. 

“That’s what I wanted to 
explore. People see Diehard 
and are rooting for Alan Rick¬ 
man,” not the putative hero 
portrayed by Bruce Willis, he 
said. 

Sledge Hammer! verged 
on that approach, with a lead 
character (played by David 
Rasche) who adored his .44 
Magnum above all. But the 
comedy’s 14 million viewers, 
although impressive in these 
days of niche programming 
and splintered ratings, earned 
it a pink slip after two seasons. 

Whether Bullet in the Face 
has a future or not, Spen¬ 
cer said he’s content that he 
didn’t hold an37thing back for 
the possibihty of another sea¬ 
son. 

“That’s how I approach 
everything: I go for broke 
every time,” he said.

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Let’s talk about sex, baby 



The birds and the 
bees. Jane Fonda pens 
books explaining sex 
to teens but botched 
talk with own kids 


After releasing a book last year 
that explored sexuality at an 
older age, Jane Fonda says she’s 
just about finished penning 
new material geared toward 
yoimg people who are curious 
about sex. 

The 74-year-old bombshell, 
activist, feminist and workout- 
tape guru says she’s nearly 
wrapped a book aimed at mid¬ 
dle-school-aged kids and an¬ 
other for teens in high school. 

Fonda runs two Georgia- 
based non-profits dealing with 
adolescent sexuality and repro¬ 
ductive health, and says she’s 
surprised by the attitudes about 
sex she’s encoimtered. 

“I’ve spent a lot of time with 
kids and with parents and it’s 
just stunning how httle they 
know and how nervous parents 
are about talking,” Fonda told 
The Canadian Press in a tele¬ 
phone interview, noting that 


how and when the books are 
released will be up to her pub¬ 
lisher. 

“There’s a lot of books about 
plumbing and how ever34hing 
works, but... I talk about sexu¬ 
ality in the context of identity. 
That it isn’t just about inter¬ 
course, that to be human is to 


be sexual. There’s nothing dirty 
or weird about it, and it’s im¬ 
portant to imderstand it veiy 
deeply.” 

And yet, she admits she 
missed her opportunity to talk 
to her own kids about sex. 

“I did very badly as a par¬ 
ent,” Fonda said. “I was not 


good. I think I was a few years 
too late. But I didn’t know 
enough at the time — that it’s 
not about waiting and then 
having the quote-imquote big 
talk. You have to start yoimg, 
when they’re young, and in an 
age-appropriate way to begin to 
talk about things sexual so it’s

no big deal. 

“And you create an environ¬ 
ment where your children feel 
comfortable coming to you 
with questions. If they feel that 
you’re nervous, which you tend 
to be if you wait to have the big 
talk, they won’t come to you. 

“Be what’s called an askable 
parent,” she added. 

Fonda speaks so frankly 
and with such apparent ease 
about a topic typicily taboo in 
celebrity interviews, it’s easy to 
see why she took so strongly to 
her forthright character in the 
new film.

“A lot of people will say 
that they got sober for other 
people, but I got sober for my¬ 
self,” a chiseled and tanned 
Powter, who counts surflng 
and yoga among his hobbies, 
said in an interview. 

“I was so sick of myself, 
the redundancy of my life, 
and my patterns were so 
predictable. If I put a graph 
of my behaviour I could see: 
Things are tough, resent¬ 
ment, resentment, OK, I’m 
getting angry. I’m angry. I’m 
angry — use. You could just 
see it all the time, and when

I wanted to really change 
my life, I had to learn how to 
have a more positive way of 
dealing with resentment and 
anger and things like that. 
And once I learned how to do 
that, then everything started 
turning around for me.” 

Powter admitted he was 
“in a really dark place” before 
he got sober. 

“I was on the fast track 
to kind of going down the 
wrong road and just ending 
up dead, which I would have, 
eventually, if I’d continued 
the way I was.” 

A lot of the anger that 
was fuelling his addiction 
stemmed from trauma in his 
childhood in Vernon, B.C., 
but he’s since learned how to 
deal with it, he said. 

He’s also had to learn how 
to write songs “from a differ¬ 
ent place,” which wasn’t easy. 

“I always wrote from a lot 
of pain. Even the Bad Day rec¬ 
ord, it was easy for me to gal¬ 
vanize a lot of energy when 
you have a lot of pain in your 
life.”

A staple of the stylish 
grade-school set, braids 
have moved from the play¬ 
ground to the red carpet 
and now, local salons. 

Salons from Los Angeles 
to New York and cities in 
between are weaving “braid 
bars” into their services, 
offering special menus of 
different braid styles for a 
fixed price. 

Danielle Maddox, 25, a 
Chicago personal trainer, 
made an appointment at 
the Braid Bar at Maxine sal¬ 
on for a look to transition 
from work to a date night 
with her boyfriend. 

Stylist Cliff Freeman, 
who incorporates tech¬ 
niques from crochet and 
knitting classes into braids, 
twisted Maddox’s hair into 
three French braids for a 
polished, finished look.

Winning? Cable

Charlie Sheen says he’s look¬ 
ing forward to getting the big 
phone call that would prove 
his naysayers wrong and make 
him a prime-time TV fixture 
once again. 

Next Thursday marks the 
broadcast of the 10th episode 


of his new comedy Anger Man¬ 
agement on the U.S. cable net¬ 
work FX (the show’s pilot aired 
on CTV following the closing 
ceremony of the London Olym¬ 
pics and will have its official 
Canadian premiere on Sept. 
11 ). 

Coming off being ousted 
from the top-rated Two and a 
Half Men and his subsequent 
public breakdown, Sheen 
picked Anger Management — 
which is based on the 2003 film 
of the same name — as his big 
comeback project, hoping to 
make people forget about his 


admittedly self-destructive and 
wacky “tiger blood” period. 

FX agreed to a 10-episode 
trial run of Anger Management 
and pledged to air 90 more if 
ratings were strong enough. 

Critics haven’t been overly 
kind and ratings have dropped 
since Anger Management’s 
record-breaking U.S. premiere. 

But FX president John Land- 
graf has hinted that the show 
hit the threshold it needed to 
get the big renewal. 

“As with any comedy, I 
think it’s got more growth in 
it creatively, I think it’s stiU de¬ 


veloping, but generally speak¬ 
ing, I’m real happy,” Landgraf 
told reporters last month in 
Beverly HiUs, Calif, during a 
Television Critics Association 
press tour session. 

“I would say the odds are 
overwhelming that it will ul¬ 
timately earn that renewal.” 

Sheen says he’d love to hear 
something a little more official 
from Landgraf but understands 
that he may have to wait imtil 
next week — after ratings are 
in for the 10th episode — for 
the confirmation.

Gluck, director of the film Easy 
A, and writer Sam Layboume, 
whose credits include Cougar 
Town and Arrested Develop¬ 
ment, the people said. 

The actor, who was diag¬ 
nosed with Parkinson’s disease 
in 1991, left Spin City in 2000 
and said he intended to focus on 
helping find a cure for the dis¬ 
ease.

Tuna livens up grill as 
summer’s end nears 


Grilled Tuna Steaks 
with Mango Herb 
Salsa. With fall about 
a month away, make 
the most of outdoor 
cooking with this 
exciting and easy dish 


Summer makes us long for the 
griU. But by the end of the sea¬ 
son, even our favourite burgers 
and dogs can feel a httle bit 
tired. 

So to keep your grilling 
interesting, here is a speedy 
grilled tuna dish that packs 
tons of big, bold flavours. 


For this recipe, it’s best to 
use tuna steaks, which are 
thick, meaty pieces cut from 
the fish in the opposite direc¬ 
tion than a fiUet. 

Keep the prep simple with 
just a light coating of oil and a 
bit of salt and pepper. This also 
allows the flavour of the tuna to 
shine. 

But to ensure you can also 
taste the fresh flavours of sum¬ 
mer, top the tuna with a cross 
between a fmit salsa and an 
herby chimichurri. 

It goes together in about 2 
minutes with the help of a food 
processor. 

1. Heat the grill to high. 

2. In a food processor, combine 


the parsley, oregano, mint, 2 
tablespoons of the ohve oil, the 
red wine vinegar, garlic, red 
pepper flakes, and the lemon 
zest and juice. Process until 
well chopped, scraping down 
the bowl as needed. Add the 
mango and pulse once or twice 
to combine and lightly chop. 
Season with salt and pepper.

• i /2 cup packed fresh parsley 
leaves 

• 1/4 cup packed fresh oreg¬ 
ano leaves 

• 1/4 cup fresh mint leaves 

• 3 tbsp olive oil, divided 

• 3 tbsp red wine vinegar 


then set aside. 

3. Rub the tuna steaks on all 
sides with the remaining 1 
tablespoon olive oil, then sea¬ 
son them with salt and pep¬ 
per. Grill the steaks for 2 to 3 
minutes per side for medium- 
rare. Serve topped with the

Negotiations on ice 



NHL. Uneasiness 
grows and 2012-13 
season in doubt as 
lockout deadline nears 


The first tense moments of the 
NHL’s collective bargaining 
negotiations have arrived. 

With Gary Bettman and 
Donald Fehr not scheduled to 
sit across from one another 
until the middle of next week 
and the sides unable to even 
agree on the core issues that 
need to be addressed, a sense 
of uneasiness has suddenly en¬ 
veloped the talks. 

After Wednesday’s session, 
in which the NHL dismissed 
the union’s initial proposal, 
Fehr set off for pre-scheduled 
player meetings in Chicago. 
The union boss will also 
oversee a session with play¬ 
ers in Kelowna, B.C., before 
returning to Toronto and re¬ 
suming CBA discussions on 
Aug. 22. 

At that point, the league 
and the NHL Players’ Associa¬ 
tion will have just 24 days left 
to reach a new agreement and 
avoid a lockout. 

But where do they start? 
There is veiy little common 
ground between the propos¬ 
als each side has put forth and 
neither seems particularly 
willing to move off its current 
position. 

“What the issues are and 
how they get solved and how 
deep the issues go are some¬ 
thing that we’re not yet on the 
same page about,” Bettman 
said Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, the hockey 
world remains on hold — and 
many are starting to brace for 
the worst. The Detroit Red 
Wings announced Thursday 
that they’re cancelling their 
annual September prospects 
tournament in Traverse City, 
Mich., due to the “uncer¬ 
tainty” surrounding the CBA. 

Eight teams had been 
scheduled to participate. 

“We have determined that 
it is in everyone’s best inter¬ 


est to cancel this year’s tour¬ 
nament,” Red Wings CM Ken 
Holland said in a statement. 

Sub-committees from the 
league and union gathered 
Thursday to discuss non-core 
economic issues such as trav¬ 
el, ice conditions and train¬ 
ing camp. Both sides seemed 


encouraged about the status 
of those talks, but as deputy 
NHL commissioner Bill Daly 
pointed out: “I don’t think 
that’s where this CBA is going 
to get cut or not.” 

In simple terms, the 
owners want to pay players 
less — much less. Despite the

fact the NHL’s revenues grew 
from $2.2 bilhon before the 

2004- 05 lockout to $3.3 bil¬ 
lion last season, a number of 
teams are still strugghng. 

The financial success of 
the wealthiest franchises over 
the last seven years ended up 
hurting the poorer ones. 

That’s because the salary 
cap was tied to overall hockey- 
related revenues and rose dra¬ 
matically from $39 million in 

2005- 06 to $64.3 million last 
season, bringing the salary 
floor (the minimum teams 
must spend) up along with 
it. If next season was played 
under the current system, 
the cap would have been set 
at $70.2 million and the fioor 
would have been $54.2 mil¬ 
lion. 

However, a new deal needs 
to be put in place before the 
NHL resumes operations.

A day after hearing NHL 
commissioner Gaiy 
Bettman say a “wide gap” 
remained in collective bar¬ 
gaining negotiations, play¬ 
ers were still upset that the 
owners quickly dismissed 
their initial proposal. 

“The industry’s grown 
a billion dollars since (the 
lockout) and basically they 
just want more money,” 
Chris Campoli, a member 
of the NHLPA’s negotiating 
committee, said Thursday. 

“I thought in our pro¬ 
posal we made a step and 
considerable concessions to 
them,” he added. “Frankly, 
it was a little disappoint¬ 
ing to see the response 
yesterday and the view they 
have on it.” 

Campoli was one of 
three NHL players who 
took part in Thursday’s sub¬ 
committee meetings, which 
covered secondary issues. 

An imrestricted free- 
agent defenceman who 
spent last season in Mont¬ 
real, Campoli has emerged 
as one of the strongest 
voices among the players. 

The players offered 
to keep a hard salary cap 
and put a drag on their 
salaries in exchange for an 
expanded revenue-sharing 
system — but Bettman and 
the owners weren’t in fa¬ 
vour of it.
